Nina witnesses presented signed af­ 
fidavits that SeUgpifia Was in Chat­ 
tanooga on the date of the fatal as­ 
sault and that he wsl in the employ of.

street and worked there from early 
morning until 11 o’clock that night, 
February 20. 
Testimony given by Russell Fried­ 
man, an employe of the Cohen com­ 
pany was to the effect that he knew 
Seligman came to work m the Cohen 
store about 8:30 a. m. the morning of 
February 20, and continued his work 
in that store until about 11 o’clock 
p.m., and was constantly in said store 
oif that date, excepting that he was 
out about half an hour for lunch mid 
half an hour for dinner. 
Chester Bryant, young son of the 
slain man who was a witness to the 
tragedy, gave testimony before the 
Secretary to the Governor, declaring 
that he identified Seligman and the 
man who fatally wounded his father 
as one and the saiqe man. 
Young 
Bryant is declared to have written his 
family here to the same effect, de­ 
claring he “kimw he was the man who 
killed his father,’ officers say.

from whom it is alleged that a car 
was stolen, later recovered the ear 
and stated that the car had been driv­ 
en but 138 miles.

Rescuers Reach Scene 
Of Tragedy Just 
efore Daylight

17.—Fiftee; 
persons were killed In the week

section of the Pennsylvania railroad 
officially announced 
today after a

The crash came when the Cincin­ 
nati Urn tod f i-^ughed the rear of the 
Washington express which had stop­ 
ped when an air‘hose parted. 
The 
two looomtivea of the Limited and the 
club car immediately following them 
as well as two expresi sleeper* were 
badly wrecked, „ 
A mass of twisted steel was mutt 
testimony of the terrific crash. Tfea 
express sleepers were telescoped their 
full length.* The twin locomotives oil 
the Limited left the rails and upset 
while the club cer crushed in on the 
fore end shot inte the air and stood 
upright. 
All other sleepers on the 
two trains totaling eleven, were derail­ 
ed. 
, Passengers who escaped with slight 
hurts told of the wild scenes attend­ 
ing1 the wreck. The moans of the dy­ 
ing and the terrific screams of the 
injured pinned in the debris added to 
the confusion. Those who w«f« able 
tb do so struggled from the pttllmans 
which, while 
not 
wrecked 
were 
thrown from the rails. Most of them 
were in night clothes. The only teghts 
available were the dim lanterns of 
railroad men. 
Cool heads among the railroaders 
and passengers soon 
brought some 
semblance of order. Men were sent 
afoot to Blairsville intersection 
to 
summon aid. Those who 
remained 
at the scene tried to aid the suffer- 
ers trapped in the twisted wreckage, 
biit the strength of the humaff could 
not combat the steel of the sleepers. 
These rescuers succeeded in bringing 
out only a few of the victims, their

With cotton farmers facing another big crop this yw r 
and the use of rayon threatening the staple as a real com 
petitor, interest of the Southern states turns with earnest 
thought to the forthcoming conference to he held in Bir­ 
mingham on July 1, when new uses for cotton will be 
sought.

Farmers of the South, of course, can, whenever they see 
fit, reduce their cotton acreage and turn ttiair time to 
production of other crops, yet, despite all efforts at dl 
versification cotton remains as the greatest money crop 
in all the South. 
Any circumstance which threaten* to 
disrupt the market for the staple threatens serious dls 
v option of the economic fabric of Southern agriculture 
and the Birmingham conference looms as one of para­ 
mount importance. 
* 
, 
The decision to call the Birmingham conference, which 
IjFto continue only one day, was reached after deliberate 
study. • Leaders of agriculture in this state are convinced 
that there are many ways cotton could be used that are 
not now utilised. 
The 1025 crop proved too large for 
nprmal demand. One or two more crop? of such magni­ 
tude, with no increase in the demand, and with no m 
gradually enlarging its own field, would court disaster. 
In regard to the conference Prof. Duncan and President 
O’Neal, have issued the following explanation: 
The present.situation of cotton is such as to war­ 
rant the serious consideration of every person in the 
South because the social and business structure of the 
South is built around cotton. 
It is really a nation­ 
al problem in that it is the South’s great cash crop 
and the largest export crop of the United States. 
Therefore, cotton does more than any other product 
to keep our international balance on the right side. 
Under the stimulus of higher prices our cotton 
acreage in Alabama and in all other Southern States 
has shown a remarkable increase

methods of fertilization and cultivation and boll weevil 
control, we are threatened* with over-production for 
some time unless new outlets are provided. Believing

Yet we wonder if his 
head, like all others crooned, doesn’t rest uneasy whet 
he thinks of the strides of modem science in developing 
chemical fibers.” 
Mr. Pope, in an interesting article, published in th/ 
current issue of the Alabama Farm Bureau, adds: "Cotton 
has a possible competitor in artificial silk or rayon. The 
matter may becoin? of considerable importance to the cot 
ton grower.” 
Mr. Pope, who speaks after careful stody of the rayon 
situation, assents that the 185,000,000 pounds of rayon 
produced in 1925 cannot be s?id to have replaced that 
many pounds of cotton, but he shows that the production 
of the artificial product, which is made by a synthetic 
chemical process from wood pulp or from cotton linters, 
has increased from 26,000,000 pounds in 1914 to 141,000,- 
000 in 1924 and 185,000,000 pounds in 1025, truly a phe­ 
nomenal reeord. 
At present rayon, which possesses a peculiar lustre not 
given to cotton, is used, for the greater part, for orna­ 
mentation, or in a supplementary capacity to cotton itself. 
The use in other ways, however, is increasing rapidly. 
With chemistry making the rapid strides it is today, 
Mr. Pope sees rayon as an increasingly important com­ 
petitor of cotton as the quality of rayon is improved and 
its production cheapened. He sees a ray of hope, however, 
in the statistics which show that while rayon consumption 
has gained on silk, it has not prevented the increased 
trend of silk production. 
He believes the same nrlay be 
true of cotton, provided new uses are discovered for the
